ADVISORY ON ENHANCE COMMUNITY QUARANTINE IN THE CITY OF 


TABUK 


1. Employees/workers in the City who are residents outside Tabuk City are 
not allowed to enter the City* during the duration of the quarantine. This 
includes regular employees and farmworkers. 

2. Only Cargo Trucks and delivery* trucks of basic necessities, i.e; related to 
food and medicine, shall be allowed entry in the City subject to strict 
observance sanitation methods and practices. All other cargo and delivery 
trucks shall be denied entry. 

3. Malls selling dry goods are included in the open dry* goods market that 
needs to be closed during the duration of the community quarantine. 
However, mall stores offering medical supplies are allowed to operate on a 
limited basis. 

4. General merchandise stores offering basic necessities, i.e; related to food 
and medicine, are the ones allowed to open with limited operation, 
Otherwise, a general merchandise’s not offering basic necessities shall be 
closed during the duration of the community quarantine. 

5. Auto parts, auto repair shops, hardwares are also ordered closed. 

6. Gasoline stations are allowed to operate on a limited basis. Also, stores 
selling agricultural and feed supplies are allowed to operate but on the 
same limited basis. 

7 . Business establishments allowed to operate on a limited basis as 

mentioned above and in Executive Order No. 25, Series of 2020 shall 
strictly observe social distancing of one meter. Further, they shall ensure 
that their employees who attends to customers should alwavs wear a 
mask. Finally, these establishments are encouraged to adopt a flexible 
work schedule fo~ ‘ L - : -- 
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
